Members of Iho .McGiU Light .\ero- 
plarie Club have done nearly eight 
hours of dual instruction to dale, it 
wa.-s announced at a meeting of the 
.ibove organlzalion last night. A lec- 
ture was delivered at the meeting Tiy 
Mr. r.. R. Peterson, Instructor cc 
the International .\lrways of Cana- 
da on stability and the general handl- 
ing of a ]ilane In the air. 

The reports of the various ofticor.j 
were read af the opening of the meet- 
ing, featured by Iho ' announccmenl 
by the Flying Caiitain of the pheno- 
menal progress made by the mcml>crs> 
In actual flying instruction. 

The President then cmphusP/.cd the 
neccsslly of each man paying for an 
hour in advance, as thi.'» was the ar- 
rangeincnt bclwocn the Club .'ind the 
Intcrnatlo»al Airway.^. 

In his preliminary remark.i. .Mr. 
Peterson announced that a board was 
up ai the flying fir-Id, divided off into 
spaces of half hours for tach day of 
the week. Each pupil has two card"ï, 
which arc hung on a hook over thu 
space representing half an hour which 
ifl reserved by iiliri. Thus the dlsirl- 
butlon of time for a given day m.iy 
be observed at a glance. .\ sel of 
phones has been installed ' in the 
Club's hehnet lo facilitate instruc- 
tion.

Win- 
nipeg; Albert K. Siiiilii, Mc.Masler 
University, Toronto; C. l<"red Mac- 
lîae, Univo«'slly of Western Ontario, 
London, Out. They will lour colleges 
III Iho North l.'enlral Slalos, liicluii- 
ing Now York, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, West Virginia, iililo, Indiana, 
irinois Michigan and AVIsoonsiii. 

The Canailiiin le.iin has subinilled 
four (jiiesi ioii.'i for debate with Ameri- 
can colleges.

Viontreal Dental Assistants 
Association Learned De- 
tails Of Radiographing 

Insight into the general principles 
by which an X-ray is jiroduccd was 
the result of the ■ address given by 
Dr. J. S. Dolian. L.D.S., Associate 
Professor of Prosthetic Dentistry at 
McGill,. to the Atontreal Dental As- 
sistants AsscTciatlon last evening. 

Dr. Doliaii explained that only ;i 
general idea of the exact source of an 
N-ray could be given as its origin Is 
not fully understood as yet. The 
speaker described -the apparatus re- 
quired, a lhin-w;il!cd glass bulb 
containing two electrodes. An almosL 
perfect -vacuum .•■« enclosed wlthiii 
the tube, and when tho transforme/ 
"stepping up" the current, is con- 
nected to the circuit, a, curious phe- 
nomenon occurs in Ihc form of a 
i-alhodc ray. omitted from the nega- 
tive pole, the cathode, and extending 
towards the target, the anode. The 
beam is concentrated by a concave 
mirror onto the l.irgel from which it 
is tlirou-n off at right angles to the 

plalc as an X-ray. The high frc- 

(luoiicy of Ihe X-ray is the exiilaiui- 
tion of its properly of poiielratiiig 
op;it|ue bodies. 

Dr. Dohan ludnted out thai one of 
the elilof dangers In working with X- 
rays is llio liigii vnli:r.;e with which 
they are prodiired. In a dental clinic, 
about 30,U0O volts arc uscil" to gener- 
ate audi a t'ny. Different films ;iiid 
plates arc used for radlngrapliing the 
varlou.s p.uls of ilio anatomy. The 
radlolized plate is one of the fastest, 
roqiilrlng half thn e.\posiiro of nn 
ordinary one. 

Dislorlioii of tlio area being railio- 
Kiaphcd is one of the clilef sluinbl- 
iiig-bloelis for Ihe beginner. The 
contra! ja.\ ol the beam should pass 
through tho centre of Ihc area of 
which Iho radiograph is being taken. 
Ill laklng impressions of molars, 
Lwonly-flve lo fifty per rent longer 
exposurn Is required In penotiatc the 
thicker bone aiirrouiiding Iheni. 

Dr. Oohan gave a lengthy d'escrip- 
lion of procedure in tlic dark-room, 
cninmenoing with the developing 
of Ihe film, llien iin fixini; balli. anil 
coneludliig with its drying, all of 
whirl] require larefnl handling. The 
inflammability of .\-ray fllius I.? 
oflen Ilio soiii-c'o nf disaster due to 
carelessness. 

Concluding his address, fir. Iiolian 
doi-l.n-i'd thai a clinical observation 
of Ihe palienI'M mouth was necessary 
as well as Ihc radiograph to dignoso 
a case Kuccossfully. Miss K. Moye. 
president of Ihe Dental Assistants 
Associai Ion presided.

It is the relationship of 
two tons of elephant flesh op matter 
in any other form, to a certain angle 
in relationship again to a certain "co- 
efficient of friction" ? Dr. Thoin.-is 
in a brilliant and witty discussion at 
the study group In Strathcona. Ua.'l 
hist night affirmed that It was not 
and claimed as his authority two out- 
standing men in the modern scientific 
world. Professor Kddingion of Cam- 
bridge and Professor .\. N. Whitehead 
of Harvard. 

Dr. Thomas in opening this scries of 
!;iiiup discussions explained that the 
immediate task was to consider Ih'' 
very important movement taking place 
in the higher sciences, a movomont 
which is completely transtiguring 
science. This new trend appears to 
reverse the commonly accepted view 
that the method of science is raiioiial. 
It assert.^, on t,he contrary, iha.1 sci- 
ence is anti-nitional. In .short, the 
■ elephant is -.lot merely "two tons", 
but an Interesting being (whicli "two 
ton.-" is noil. aMil tlie grassy hillside 
something of infinitely more valiio 
than two technical terms related i\i 
a. certain way. 

Science, Dr. Thomas went on to 
shew. 1.11- from si^'HR "9 conci'cie 
coiuliisioii» about ceit-iin problems 
only leads u.s into abstractions and the 
method of isolating phenomena in- 
stead of relating them merely brings 
lis to a V'arliil eoiielu>ion which we 
are tempted lo recard as ihe only ami 
whole an.swer. Ninety -live per eont 
of our problems Dr. Thomas said, 
ariso from abstractions; infteud of re- 
bdting our phenomena we Isolato them, 
and the actual can only bo realised 
when .Ul rcl.ition^hiii.s aio accepted 
and included. What wo need to do 
is to escape from abstriictlon lo con- 
cretion, and along this new lino of 
approach the Keallty that -tto term 
' I'lOd ' may bo discovered.

EDUCATED FOOLS. 

There is ;i tyjie of man found around every 
univer.>^ity wiiich might he characterized as be- 
longing lo tiio "educated fool" group. The stu- 
dents who can be said to come under the head- 
ing arc easily distinguished from the remainder 
of the undorgriuhialcs, for they lake pains to 
make themselve.s noticeable. The majority of 
them liave eccentricities carefully cultivated so 
that they will be brought to the attention of 
the students. In some cases it will be an affect- 
ed accent, while in others still more foolish pe- 
culiarities are noticeable. 

It is hard to explain the rea.son why these 
men go to such great pains lo be artificial in 
their manners at all times; it must be that they 
wish to attain ]iromiiiencc in ?omc way, and, 
lacking sufficient intellectual development to do 
so, they attempt to attract attention by their 
prepared list of tricks which they will quite 
willingly perform for any audience whatso- 
ever. From the coiir.'^e.s which they are follow- 
ing at the university, they have picked up a 
little superficial knowledge, and, carefully not- 
ing the points of interest in something not at all 
connected with their work, the.v will bore the 
remainder of their classes with continual repi- 
titions of empty i)hrases and boresome conver- 
sations. Art or music seems to be a favorite 
topic for I hem. With a few facts gathered from 
the week-end papers they are ready to dictate 
concerning the (iiialities of a picture or an 
opera, to the genuine disgust of anyone who is 
really conversant witli the subjects. 

If these men were only injuring themselves 
yve would have no complaint to make about 
their actions, for no one botliers about the ac- 
tions of an idiot. They can do no harm to the 
thinking men about them, for they arc more an 
object of amiLsement than anything else. They 
are, however, dangerous to the younger and 
more impressionable students at the university. 
The undergraduate.* who are making the transi- 
tion to the state of manhood will Ije seriously 
affected in after life by the impressions they re- 
ceive at college. IMany of these cannot distin- 
guish b(3tween the slight veneer of sophistica- 
tion which, covers the vapid mind, on the one 
hand, and the deeper thoughful student who 
does not need to .seek attention, on the other. 

There can be harm done by the group in 
question, and that is the only reason for giving 
them any attention whatsoever. It is too much 
to expect tliat the men themselves can ever be 
changed; it would take a higher being than 
oiir.selves to do so. This being the case, we can 
only pray that the university be delivered from 
the pest of "educated fools." 

WHAT NEXT? 

Sonic time ago it was necessary to call at- 
tention to tile fact that the loud and unneces- 
sary noises emanating from the Union Billiard 
lloom have been bringing discredit on that in- 
stitution as a gentleman's club. It appears, 
now, however, that the making of deep-lunged 
luizzas is not the greatest of sins committed 
aiouiid the billiard tables. The room has been 
allowed to descend to the level of a common 
gaming house 

Notwithstanding the fact that signs arc 
conspicuously placed about the room stating 
that Billiards and Snooker, without variations, 
al-c the only games allowed, no attempt is ap- 
l)arently being made to stop tho.sc who make 
constant use of the tables for games whose 
prime purpo.se is the exchange of funds. In ad- 
dition, overt gambling is allowed to form the 
basis of many of the snooker games played. 

On excellent authority, we are given to un- 
derstand that a regular habitue of the billiard 
room, not enjoying the best of reputations in 
these parts, "took" the sum of thirty-five dol- 
lars from another .student. The losing .student 
is alleged to have dropped a total of eighty dol- 
lars on the day's play.

PROPER PUBLICITY 

TItc Kaiii iiiliori'iit in tlic UccpinK oi tile name of 
llarv;ir<l hclon: tin; public mind in arM'eiatiiMi with educa- 
tional iirogrcsii is apparent. To jcliicvu this ^am it is essen- 
tial that Harvard iicw.s appear in llic cohinms of the daily 
press. It is infiniliely to be preferred that this news be col- 
lected and distributed liy Harvard nfficinls thAii that it be 
allowed to leak out lliroiigli any ul tlic numerous channels 
that le.id liom a complex organiiatiou. Official prepara- 
tion of the news for the press liy an authority in whom is 
vested .sole respoiisibiiity for publicity would eliminate at 
the source those errors which arc feared by the University 
and arc certain to crop up in the passage iliroush tnisccl- 
lancous agencies. 

An unwillingness to publish oflficiully complete details 
of what has become news as soon as it has happened is liable 
to misinterpretation as the policy of a real seeker after 
public notice who attracts mora attention by mystery, by 
admission and denial, and the sensationalism attendant upon 
uncertainly. 

Harvard has .suffered in the past from the unwelcome 
publicity of inaccurate facts anti of accuracy colored to 
disadvantage. The blame is traceable directly to the laxity 
whicli prefers to permit valuable information to leak out 
comfortably to be miiliandicil in the press rather than direct 
its course officially. The University owes it to itself and to 
its constituents to assume a firm Ruidancc of publicity .ind 
insure the official publication in full of Harvard news when 
it is news.— Harvard Crimson.
